The S treet C ar Strike. 
N ew A oi!K. March 4th.—The strike on 
the Dry Dock railroad continued unchanged 
this morning. About 1,000 of the strikers 
were congregated about the stable and the 
ollice, but the presence of a large force of 
police kept them in order. The police 
cleared the street in front of the office and 
kept the crowd in continual motion. 
Ru­ 
mors prevailed of threatened strikes on 
other railroad lines, but so far none have 
taken place. 
It was proposed some time 
during the day to run a car over the Dry 
Dock line. 
' 
IN BROOKLYN. 
Brooklyn, March 4th.—Not a car is run­ 
ning on any of the several roads controlled 
by the Atlantic Avenue Railroad Company 
to-day. The strikers are orderly and’con- 
fident of victory. There are between 400 
and 000 men engaged in the strike, and 
they demand $2 for twelve hours work. 
There are about 500 drivers, conductors and 
stablemen taking part in the strike of the 
Atlantic Avenue Railroad of Brooklyn. 
Richardson, President of the Atlantic Ave­ 
nue road, is also President of the Dry Dock 
line in New York, the employes of which 
are nowon a strike ; and a strike in Brook­ 
lyn was ordered so as to assist t lie Dry 
Dock line men in obtaining what they de­ 
mand, $2 lor twelve hours. 


TIIE ro L IC E POWERLESS. 
New Y ork. March 4th.—Contrary to re­ 
port none of the horse-car lines “ tied up ’’ 
this morning, except the Dry Dock lines. 
AU the other lines are running as usual. 
The reserve police force of all the precincts 
below Fourteenth street was detailed at the 
Crand-street car stables early this morning. 
About 11:30 Police Superintendent Murray 
visited the scene, and an hour later lie 
issued orders calling the remaining police­ 
men on reserve in the station-houses above 
Fourteenth street to reinforce the men 
already at the stables. The additional men 
increased the number on hand to GOO. A 
car was started out of the stable about noon. 
Its appearance was hailed with derision by 
hundreds of men on the street. 
Police In­ 
spector Steers mounted the platform beside 
the driver, and the car started. The police 
cleared the way until Lewis street was 
reached, where the first obstruction was 
met in the shape of a car of the Forty- 
seeond-street line, which had been placed 
across the track.

also turned across the track. The strikers 
greeted this with cheers. They sprang into 
the street, and every wagou that came 
along was captured and turned across the 
track, the horses unhitched and driven 
away. The police flourished their clubs, 
gave commands and issued threats, alter­ 
nately, but in vain. 
There was no hope, 
and the police were powerless 
to act. 
While the police were standing looking on 
the scene, gangs of men rushed along, 
placing additional 
obstructions 
on the 
track. 
At Cannon street a wagon was 
turned upside down on the rails. At Loruk 
street a car of the Forty-second line was 
toppled over, and fell with a crash on the 
track. Six cars, in all, were turned across 
the track, and the side streets were blocked 
with wagons waiting their turn. Two beer 
trucks had their wheels taken ofl and fell 
across the track, and at a point on East 
Broadway a load of coal was dumped on 
the track. At another point the switch 
plates were taken away, and further on a 
(ále of bricks and building material lay ou 
the track. The contest was practically over 
at this l>oint. and orders were issued to 
start hack to the stable. The strikers were 
good-natured, and chaffed the policemen, 
but went about their work in a way that 
showed organization. 
At Mangin ‘street 
the strikers tore up several curbstones and 
placi d them on the track. 
CHARTER in danger. 
A n n ny. March 4th.—The State Railroad 
Commission met to-day, anil asa result of

N e w A o r k , March 1th.—A Berlin special 
says : The Cologne Gazette on Tuesday, in 
commenting ujion the motion made by 
Clemenceau in the French Chamber of 
Deputies requesting the Government to ex­ 
pel the Orleans Princes, renews its attacks 
upon the. latter. It observes that peace be­ 
tween France anil Germany would 
be 
greatly clouded the moment the Orleans 
Princes should succeed in re-establishing a 
kingdom in France. Regarding the in­ 
trigues of the Napoleonistic Princes the Ga­ 
zette says that an Anglo-French alliance is 
only possible after France has become an 
empire. 
It would be difficult so far as Ger­ 
many is concerned.

THE 
GOVERNMENT 
CONCEDES 
DUTY OF INTERFERENCE. 
THE 


An item appeared in our local colum ns 
AV eduesday, th a t treated of th e arrest of cer­ 
tain people for attem pting to cut across a 
bend of th e Sacram ento riv er in one of its 
n orthern reaches, in order to shorten dis­ 
tance and prevent th e stream w earing 
aw iv from a landing used by a large agri­ 
cultural 
region. 
U nited States officers, 
w ith the approval of th e W ashington au­ 
thorities, m ade the arrest, and procured a 
perm anent injunction to restrain th e jieo- 
ple of th at section from m aking the cut. 
T his action was based on the ground of in ­ 
jury to navigation likely to result from th e 
cut, tv th e creation of rapids in th e pro­ 
posed new channel. 
T h e engineers say it 
was a correct procedure. 
T h e Courts have 
certainly so determ ined, though th e people 
restrained were honestly endeavoring to 
accom plish w hat they believed to beagood 
end. 
B ut th e lesson of the action taken is 
a far-reaching one. 
It dem onstrates the 
power and right of the Federal G overn­ 
m ent to interfere w ith acts destructive of 
navigation on inland waters. 
T he sig­ 
nificance of th is action cannot lie obscure 
to any reader. 
It m ust lie clear to all th a t 
if the Federal officers were justified in pre­ 
v en tin g th e digging of the canal, they 
w ould a hundred-fold more be justified in 
interfering to prevent th e destruction of 
navigation by th e artificial deposition of 
sand, gravel and sliekens in th e stream . If 
th e engineers who procured the arrest are 
to be approved for securing a ju d icial in ­ 
junction against th e people of B utte City, 
whose intentions were good, why would 
would they not lie justified in like pro­ 
cedure against hydraulic m ines? 
Cannot 
our Congress see th a t the cases would be 
p arallel? In fact th e action of the Federal 
au thorities in th e C all’s Bend case clearly 
is a confession of neglect in the case o f the 
destruction of 
navigation by hydraulic 
m ining. 
Let any branch of G overnm ent 
point out if it can, Congress or the en­ 
gineering corps, or the W ar D epartm ent, 
w hat there was in the act of th e jieople of 
B u tte City, in doing that which th e en­ 
gineers proved in Court would injure river 
navigation, different in efleet—save in de­ 
gree— from the act of hydraulic m iners, 
w ho drain sliekens into th e Y uba and 
F eath e r rivers and thence into the Sacra­ 
m ento, and thereby erect bars th a t obstruct 
and at tim es absolutely close th e naviga­ 
tion of th e latter riv er? 
T here is no dis­ 
tinction w hatever betw een the cases. 
If A 
erects a stone dam in th e stream , the 
Federal G overnm ent, by its action in the 
B utte < '¡tv case, is now hound to say, 
“ Cease work, and rem ove th e olistruction. 
Lnless you do so, th e whole power of the 
F ederal G overnm ent, exercised through its 
Courts, w ill lie invoked against you.” B ut 
here is I?, building sand anti gravel and 
cem ent dam s in the river, and the Federal 
officials sit quietly, unprotesting and un­ 
resisting. 
It is imjNXtsiblc for any one to 
draw th e line of distinction 1 «tw een th e 
th ree 
cases. 
T he 
C all’s Bend canal 
threatened th e im pairm ent of riv er navi­ 
gation. 
T he hydraulic sliekens deposits 
not only threaten, hut are actually destroy­ 
ing th e stream s. 
In the one case th e F ed ­ 
eral arm is extended, in th e oHier it is 
w ithheld. 
W hat consistency is there in 
d epartm ents of fútate th at occupy such 
irreconcilable positions? 
A ll the U k c o r d . 


U n io n has contended for has lieen Federal 
interference, precisely such as has been 
liad in.the ( all’s Bend case. 
W e have con" 
stantly held 
th at 
th e departm ents at 
W ashington, Congress, the P resident, the 
engineers in charge o f th e riv er— any of 
these authorities can at any tim e, and 
w ithout involving any question of river 
appropriation or rem edial measures, dams, 
lev ees cut-offs, dredging or w hat not, pro­ 
h ib it th e work of destruction and compe^ 
th e stoppage of th e processes behind it. 
T h e G overnm ent m ust do thus ev en tu allv ; 
if we w ait ujion other influences to accom­ 
plish it, th e ru in w ill be completed before 
entirely effective m easures can be applied. 


A CORRECT JUDGMENT. 


Congressman M orrow is correct in his 
expression of judgm ent th a t th e message 
o f th e President upon th e claim of the 
C hinese M inister for dam ages done th e 
people of his country at Rock Springs is 
not offensive to th e people o f this coast. 
T hey clearly understand th e position of 
President C leveland and Mr. B ayard on 
th a t question, and fully approve th eir 
course. 
T he heart of th is people con­ 
dem ns aud abhors ail outrages, all vio­ 
lente, u|K>n Chinese in th e ir m idst, or a n y ­ 
w here else. 
T he sentim ent o f Califor­ 
nians, calm ly expressed, would be p racti­ 
cally unanim ous in condem nation of the 
forcible m easures taken, here and there, 


and in rem ote localities, to drive out the 
Chinese. 
O f course, there is an elem ent 
th a t welcomes disorder and feeds upon it, 
and a few who believe th at th e em ploy­ 
m ent of violent means is justified by th e 
end sought to be attained. 
These influ­ 
ences, iu greater 
or 
less degree, are 
felt 
in 
all 
com m unities. 
U pon 
the 
Pacific coast th eir strength has been aug­ 
m ented considerably of late by th e fact 
th at a strong anti-C hinese sentim ent gen­ 
erally prevails. 
B ut th e sense o f th e peo­ 
ple at large is not to tie m easured by the 
m anifestations of violence upon th e p art of 
radical elem ents. 
T he people of th e P a­ 
cific States are loyal to the laws, S tate and 
Federal, and to th e treaties, and have 
proved th at loyalty under tests of th e most 
exacting character. 
T he h e art of this 
State, and every State on th e coast, is true 
to orderly procedure and th e em ploym ent 
of lawful means to all ends. 
T he conven­ 
tions 
about 
to 
assemble 
in th is citv 
cannot m ake expression too strong in this 
direction. 
T he jieople at th e E ast m ust 
lie disabused of th e idea some of th eir 
journals industriously cultivate, th at the 
hoodlum, disorderly and vicious elem ents 
dom inate here. 
T he propagation of th at 
idea by some leading jo u rn alistic iullu- 
enees has been iiersistent, and th e cause 
very largely of th e irrita tio n of th e public 
m ind on th e Pacific. 
It is because our pa­ 
tient appeals and th e presentation of rea­ 
son have so long been neglected at the 
East, and so m isunderstood, not to say 
m isinterpreted, th a t m anifestations of irri­ 
tation are at th is tim e som ew hat general. 
N evertheless it rem ains true th a t th e peo­ 
ple of the coast oppose violence to the 
C hinese; th at th is d riving of them from 
p illar to post is not in accord w ith the gen­ 
eral desire, and th a t all invasions of th e 
lawful rights and hum ane claim s of sub­ 
jects of th e C hinese E m pire w ith us are 
disapproved and condem ned by th e people. 


REAL REFORM 


Says th e 
C leveland Leader: 
“ T he 
moral effect of th e legislative investigation 
of th e election frauds in C incinnati m ust 
he o f incalculable benefit to th e people of 
tlu itc it} . 
T h is alone would lie sufficient 
com pensation were no im m ediate 
and 
practical results to follow. 
T he investiga­ 
tion has opened the eyes of th e people to 
th e iniq u ities of th e D em ocratic party, 
and a reform m ovem ent has been started 
w hich is bound to end in sw eeping out of 
office th e venal and corrupt men who have 
been in control there altogether too long.”

T he sign liy w hich they conquer is pre 
eiselv the sam e in th e R epublican as in 
th e D em ocratic party. 
W h at th e people 
must learn by the C incinnati exposure is, 
th a t m erely to change from one gang of 
bosses to another is no reform. In fact, it is 
decidedly better to leave m atters under 
present control, th an to “ reform ” by 
changing to a like control under a differ­ 
ent name. 
T he reform th a t is real reform 
puts 1 io!li lots of thieves and plunderers

press. I t is th e public rostrum upon which 
are debated th e living topics of the day. 
T he patrons of a new spaper have a moral 
rig h t— one fortified by long usage, wise 
policy and liberal judgm ent— to he heard, 
w ithin discretion as to lim its of space and 
th e rules of decorum th at obtain upon the 
paper, ujion th at public rostrum , and from 
it, from tim e to tim e, to address th eir fel- 
low-citizens. 
Newspapers are not trulv 
exponents of public opinion th a t deny this 
claim , or abridge by a fee.. T here arc, of 
course, exceptions to all such ru le s : as, 
where advocacy of a p articu lar interest is 
had through columns th a t may properly 
euough lie expressly rented to such uses. 
B ut even in such cases the tru e newspaper 
will control expression th a t does not con­ 
cern th e public interest. 
W ere th e rule 
to applv th a t correspondence should inva­ 
riably rank w ith advertising, th e poor man 
would lie shut out from th at equalitv of 
privilege th at should exist among the 
patrons of public journals. 
T he rig h t of 
the paper to charge for the use of any of 
its space is undeniable. 
B ut w hen th is is 
exercised to th e extent th a t one cannot de­ 
term ine w hether th e expression is th a t of 
sincerity or selfish interest, th e influence 
of th e journal is sadly m arred. 


Co l l e c t o r S e a r s at th e jw rt of San 
Francisco was removed for “ cause,” and 
Ju d g e Ilag er appointed in his place. T he 
Senate has now asked for th e papers iu 
the case, for th e reason th at w ithout th eir 
production Mr. Sears has not tlie oppor­ 
tu n ity th at should lie accorded every citi­ 
zen to free him self from odium . 
H ere 
now is a hom e ease, th a t clearly illus­ 
trates th e rig h t of th e Senate to access to 
all w ritten evidences o f wrong-doing on 
th e p art of officials, to whose removal it 
is asked to give its assent. 


S u p p o s e all th e Pan E lectric Telephone 
charge and counter charge scandal had 
been trotted out in th e day of a R epubli­ 
can President and against one of his Cabi­ 
net counselors.

Eiis. R ecord- U n io n : As m uch is being 
said and w ritten on th e high license ques­ 
tion at present in Sacram ento, and the ef­ 
fect of its adoption on business, I am sur­ 
prised th a t not one proposition is pu t forth 
as an im provem ent on the present m ethod 
of issuing and collecting the license in 
question. 
To say th a t a legal business 
cannot be regulated iu a com m unity like 
Sacram ento for th e benefit of this com ­ 
m unity, financially and otherw ise, w i^iout 
resorting to high or prohibitory license, is, 
I think, a rath er stupid adm ission. 
As an 
im provem ent on the present m ethod of 
conducting the business I propose the fol­ 
low ing: T h at the B oard o f Trustees fix a 
date on w hich all parties engaged in the 
business shall apply for a license; th a tth e 
character of th e party so applying, and the 
character o f the place he intends to con­ 
duct under such license, shall he consid­ 
ered, and on his being granted a license he 
shall pay at the present rate one year in 
advance, and should he a t any tim e during 
the year sell his business to another party, 
his license w ould not avail anyone else] 
inasm uch as the purchaser w ould have to 
apply for and be granted a license before 
attem pting to engage in the business; nor 
w ould the license of the seller avail him 
in any other place than th a t for w hich it 
was issu ed ; th at each policem an be fur­ 
nished w ith a list of nam es and places of 
business of all to w hom licenses have been 
granted, thereby enabling them to prom ptly 
arrest and prosecute any violator of such 
regulation : and th at any disreputable con­ 
duct carried on in an la ce so licensed w ou'd 
annul said license at the discretion of the 
Board of Trustees. T his w ould do aw ay 
w ith a License Collector, and I th in k would 
be a better restriction than a high and u n ­ 
ju st license, collected at the discretion of a 
collector.

P ro c e e d in g s R e fo re J u s tic e P o s t Y ester­ 
d a y —H e n le y ’s T estim o n y . 
The suit for crim inal libel instituted by 
W in. Henley against C. K. and V. S. Mc- 
Clatchy, was commenced in Justice Post's 
Court at 10 a. m. yesterday. The prosecu­ 
tion was represented by District Attorney 
B uckoy and City Attorney Anderson, the 
defense by Grove L. Johnson. The ease 
was ejiened by District Attorney Buckley, 
who read Ihe com plaint to the Court. The 
alleged libel is based upon an article which 
appeared in the Daily Her on the evening of 
February 17, IS,SO. 
The language used 
that the prosecution claims was libelous 
is as follows : 
Justice Henley, whom th e city pays $2,000 a 
year lor doing nothing, seems to have again dis­ 
tinguished him self as a tool of Chinese villainy, 
it will be rem em bered th at a few m onths ago he 
was of great service to Sam Lock and other 
C hinam en interested in u kidnaping case. A 
woman was arrested in San Francisco upon a 
w arrant issued by Henley, not at the instance 
of the District Attorney or City Attorney, 
brought before him us a prisoner, released on 
bail and allowed to lie taken aw ay by her pre­ 
tended husband to a house in the lower part of 
the city, and that night was put into a hnggv 
and taken away from the county. The alleged 
signatures of the bondsmen were, In reality, not 
signatures of any existing persons, mid the 
m en v, ere m ere dummies, 
it was freely talked 
th a t tlie Chinese who perpetrated this disgrace- 
fill joi, expended i-loo iu doing so. Justice 
Menu y must have known before he acted iu the 
ease th at the charge of larceny was trum ped up, 
sim ply because every official knows th at such is 
alw ays the fact where Chinese women are to he 
arres-eil.

W illiam Henley, the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, was tlie lirst to testily. 
He said he 
had lived in Sacramento for thirty years 
and was the person referred to as Justice 
Henley, and Hon. Justice Henley, in the 
article referred to in the complaint. He was 
a Justice of the Peace of the city ot Sacra­ 
mento, an 1 had been for the past fourteen 
m onths. 
He bad read the article referred 
to in the lice. On the 17tli of February the 
defendants were the editors and proprietors 
of the Daily Evening flee, a paper pub­ 
lished in this city. 
The District Attorney offered the article 
taken from the live in evidence. 
Mr. Johnson objected, but the Court 
overruled the objection. 
On cross-examination witness was ex­ 
amined minutely regarding tlie issuance of 
the warrant for the arrest of Fong Lin. He 
was also questioned closely regarding a 
sim ilar Chinese case which had been ex­ 
amined in Justice Henley's Court some 
m onths previous. He was then questioned 
regarding 
the 
acts 
of 
his 
past 
life, as to whether he was not an embezzler, 
an otitainer of money under false pretenses, 
and a dissipated individual. 
He was ac­ 
cused of receiving moneys ior tees which 
were not accounted for to the State ; of col­ 
lecting money from the city for office rent, 
which he did not pay over to the owner of 
the building to whom it properly belonged, 
and for whom it was intended. His method 
of keeping his docket was assailed, it ap­ 
pearing that no entries had been made 
therein since August last, although several 
cases had been heard and disposed of in his 
Court since that date. That he kept no 
cash book ; 
bad not made full returns of 
m arriage fees collected ; had made incorrect 
entries in the docket, etc. 
Henley ad­ 
m itted that his books were not posted, and 
cases not entered on his docket, out claimed 
that the law specified no time in which 
they should be made: he had all the 
papers in each case, and when he felt so 
inclined would enter them. 
His cross-examination was severe, and 
although his counsel interposed objections 
to the questions, Henley insisted on an­ 
swering them all, and did" so to the evident 
delight and satisfaction of counsel for de­ 
fendants. 
The defense admitted that C. K. and V. S. 
McClatchy were interested in the owner­ 
ship and publication of the Daily Jiee, a 
paper of general circulation, and that they 
aid publish the alleged libelous article. 
This closed the evidence for the prosecu­ 
tion. and the Court took an adjournment 
until 10 a. m. to-day.

A n n u al 
M eetin g—G ratifying 
P rogress

The California Museum Association held 
its first annual meeting Wednesday even­ 
ing, D. Lubin, President, presiding. There 
was a good attendance. 
Fifty-nine mem­ 
bers responded in person or by representa­ 
tive. Not so full an attendance was present, 
however, owing to the large num ber of 
non-resident members on the roll. 
The 
Directors’ report, submitted by the Chair, 
reviewed in an interesting m anner the his­ 
tory of the organization from its inception 
—fifteen m onths ago. 
The report showed 
that a great deal more had been accom­ 
plished than was anticipated, and that 
most flattering success liau met the effort. 
It advised, now that the School of Design 
is firmly established, that the membership 
turn its attention vigorously to the museum 
work, and secure samples of the woods, 
minerals, soil, cereals and general growth 
and natural history of the country. It ad­ 
vised that home talent, from among pro­ 
fessional men, mechanics, architects, en­ 
gineers and others, be engaged to address 
tlie association from time to time. 
The three chief events in the past year 
of the Association's history were reviewed 
—the IiOan Exhibition, the presentation to 
the city of the Art Gallery and Museum 
building bv Mrs. E. B. Crocker, and the es­ 
tablishm ent of the School of Design. A 
warm tribute was paid to Mrs. Crocker for 
her beneficence. 
The Association was 
urged to endeavors to aid in the develop­ 
ment and progress of the State and the en­ 
lightenm ent of the people. Tiie report of 
the Secretary. W. P. Jackson, showed the 
Art Gallery had been open every day, ex­ 
cept holidays, from June 1st, and that very 
nearly 5,000 people had in that time visited 
i(. and especially large numbers of Eastern 
visitors, all of whom deemed the institution 
one of exceeding value to the city and its 
people. None of the city property had been 
injured, nor a single rule of the gallery 
violated. He referred especially to the 
pride our own people take in showing tlie 
gallery to visitors, and to the thoughtful 
appreciation of residents in their frequent 
visits, concluding that the open gallery was 
a source of great profit, pleasure" and 
instruction 
to 
the 
people. 
H e ad­ 
vised 
that citizens advertise the fact 
of 
this 
city institution abroad, that 
it may not be neglected by those who give 
art and museum treasures to sueli institu­ 
tions.

On motion of John McNeill, the Board of 
Directors was continued in office by unani­ 
mous vote, and the thanks of the Associa­ 
tion extended to tiie Board for its manage­ 
m ent of the affairs of the Association.

E. Gunn, C. J. Carlson and C. K. Dough­ 
erty were el,eeted members. The lirst sec­ 
tion (Antiquities) was directed to provide 
the papers and lectures for the April meet­ 
ing.

The statem ent in yesterday’s R e c o r d - 
I ’n io x that tlie supplement to tlie Great 
Register iwhich County Clerk Hamilton 
has prepared and placed in the hands of 
the printer, to be ready for use at the city 
election next Tuesday,) contained about 
400 names, has attracted considerable at­ 
tention, especially from those who are 
aware tliai a supplement was printed De­ 
cember 5th lor use at the last school elec­ 
tion. The figures therefore show that in 
three months—and apparently only stim u­ 
lated by the approach of an’ election for 
municipal officers—a number of registra­ 
tions were made amounting to fully ten per 
cent, of the vote usually cast in the city. 
Inquiry at the County Clerk's office show 
that few of these were transfers from other 
places, but nearly all original registrations, 
t here did not appear to be any one espe­ 
cially interested in having them made, 
aside from the parties personally inter­ 
ested—no committeemen nor ward politi­ 
cians. as is frequently the case prior 
to a general election, when each political 
party “ rustles ” ior votes. A large num ­ 
ber of tlie 490 are young men just qualified 
to vote, their ages being given at 21 years. 
There was a report yesterday that many of 
the parties registering reported themselves 
to be stopping at down-town 
lodging- 
houses, but it does not appear that the 
num ber was suspiciously large.

Judge Van Fleet, in the Superior Court 
yesterday, imposed sentence upon John 
Mclsaacs, who on the previous day was 
found guilty by a jury of assault upon 
John T. I’alm, though the charge upon 
which lie was tried was assault to murder.

The hail-storm of yesterday afternoon 
was accompanied and followtd by a few 
peals of thunder and several flashes of 
lightning. 
Before 
the 
hail-storm 
the 
c ouils were from the south, as also was 
the w ind; during the hail-storm the wind 
lucked to the north, and then, after a very 
lew minutes, it veered to tlie northeast,and 
heavy 
hail 
began 
failing; 
heavy 
nim bus clouds were traveling from the 
northeast, and low down, while above 
these were also heavy nimbus clouds mov­ 
ing to the northward. T.ie commingling 
of these two currents of air—one ex­ 
tremely cold ai d moist, while ihe other 
was warm 
and 
most—and 
the sud­ 
den change ol' tem perature congealed the 
snowflakes into Falls and freezing them 
into hailstones. The stones were about the 
size of small peas, 
and were opaque, 
showing their composition to have been 
from snowflakes, covered alternately with 
a layer of rainwater and a layer of snow; 
while, if they were frozen raiti drops, they 
would have been transparent. Upon the 
roof of the Signal Office building they (the 
hail-stones) collected in such masses on 
the leeward side that they choked the out­ 
let of the gutter, and the mass of stones 
congealed and formed a bridge of ice, under 
which the water was flowing as through a 
tunnel. 
It could be distinctly seen, the 
tunnel having caved in at several places. 
The hail-stones were quite plentiful on the 
roof at 8 o’clock last night. During the 
storm the roofs that were moderately ievi 1 
were covered with hail, giving the appear­ 
ance of snow at some distance. 
The rain and incited hail that was pre­ 
cipitated from noon to 7 o’clock last night 
amounted to .90 of an inch, making 1.15 
inches during the past twenty-four hours, 
and 1.03 inches for March to date and a 
grand total of 27.07 inches for this season, 
as against 16 58 inches for the wholeof last 
season, and about 30 inches for the season 
ol 1861 and 1862 to a corresponding date. 
There is every probability of this season’s 
rainfall reaching 30 inches and more. 
If 
so it will he the heaviest season’s rainfall 
since 1867 and 1868, when about 32 inches 
was measured. The storm of yesterday 
must have been local to this part of the 
Sacramento valley. 
It only sprinkled at 
Red Bluff, and but .02 of an incti was meas­ 
ured at San F'rancisco.

R ea so n s W hich C aused th e P resid en t's 
C hinese M essage. 
W ashington. March 4'.li.—The Examiner 
to-ilav published u column explanatory of 
the circumstances which led to the pro­ 
mulgation of the Chinese message by the 
President. The investigation of Colonel 
Bee, Consul-General of China at San Fran­ 
cisco, into the Rock Springs massacre, con­ 
vinced that officer that it was a cruel out­ 
rage, perpetrated by workmen whom he 
supposed to la* Americans, upon an inof- 
fen ive people, and he so reported to his 
borne Government. W hen his report was 
forwarded totlie Imperial Chinese Legation 
here, and transmitted to China through the 
proper official channels, the instructions 
which the Chinese Minister received from 
his Government were startling. 
He was 
directed to demand from the I'nited Siates 
a total disavowal of the affidr, condign 
punishment, capitall , if the killing could 
be proven, and that indem nity to the suf­ 
ferers for their loss be paid by the United 
States. This was an ultim atum . If the 
United Stales refused to comply with the 
demands, the President was to be informed 
that the Chinese Government would im ­ 
mediately proceed to collect the indem nity 
fmni American citizens in business in 
Imperial 
territory, 
and 
withdraw its 
protection, which' 
meant 
that 
they 
would be notified to leave China at once. 
Simultaneously 
with 
this, information 
came 
to the 
State Department, from 
an official source in London, that Mar­ 
quis 
Tseng. 
the 
Chinese 
Embas­ 
sador to the cuurts of St. Jam es and 
St. Cloud, was abont to return home to 
take a high position in the Imperial Coun­ 
cil of State, and that he would insist upon 
stern measures being taken against the 
United States to m ark its displeasure at the 
outrages which the American authorities 
permitted irs citizens to commit against his 
people, without any attempt being made to 
prevent them, or punish those who openly 
avowed their participation in them. This 
was the situation when the President sent 
his message to Congress on Tuesday last. 
It will be seen that lie denies the right of 
the Chinese Government to demand an in­ 
demnity for property destroyed. 
This is 
point upon which the instructions of the 
Im perial Council to the Minister here ad­ 
m it of no concession. 
It has been known 
for a month past that the Chinese Minister 
here is to return home very soon. 
It is 
learned that he will take with him the 
final conclusions of the President in regard 
to this matter. These are sim ple facts, the 
a¡ tid e says, from undoubted authority, and 
they are given to the country as aids to the 
comprehension of the President’s message 
in its full importance. 
T h e P r e s id e n t's R e c e n t M e ssa g e . 
W vshinoton, March 4th.—Congressman 
Morrow said to-day: “ The President's 
message is not offensive to the people of 
the Pacific slope. 
The President under­ 
stands that we are a law-abiding people, 
and that rioting receives our condemna­ 
tion. The message had to be sent. It was 
the President’s duty, under the circum 
stances, but there is nothing in it reflecting 
upon our people.”

W a s h i n g t o n . March 4th.—The following 
cablegram has been received by the Chinese 
Minister from the Governor-General of 
C anton:

Lamar has requested the Attorney-General 
to institute suits, in the name of the United 
States, to obtain the cancellation of patents 
•issued to the State of California in 18(50, 
under the Swamp Land Act, for lands cov­ 
ered by Lakes Kern and Buena Vista. The 
lakes are owned by J. B. Haggin, the ori­ 
ginal purchaser from the State of California, 
who now proposes to drain the lakes for 
his own purposes, and to the great injury 
of surrounding landowners, who use their 
water for irrigating purposes. 
P rivate S ecretaries o f Senators. 
W ashington, March 4th.—Senator Rid- 
dleberger's resolution calling upon Sena­ 
tors to state who are their actual private 
Secretaries, fell like a bombshell in the 
Senate yesterday. Several newspaper men 
claim to be private Secretaries, and in this 
way have access to the tloor of the Senate, 
to the disadvantage of other journalists. 
Several of the Senators have their sons as 
private Secretaries, and allow newspaper 
men the privilege of the floor. The reso­ 
lution meets with the hearty approbation 
of the journalists, except tliose whom it 
may exclude hereafter. 


U nited S tates S en ate. 
W ashington, March 41b.—The Chair 
laid before the Senate a message from the 
President, transm itting the annua! report 
for 1885 of the Board of Indian Commis­ 
sioners.

The Secretary siates ’ that the 
araoun. of such bonds held by the United 
States Treasury in trust for the national 
banks is $6,585,580. The letter was referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 
Sewell, from 'lie Committee on Library, 
reported favorably the joint resolution ac­ 
cepting from W. II. Vanderbilt and Julia 
Dent Grant the objects ot value and art 
presentía', by foreign Governments to the 
late General IT. S. Grant. 
On the suggestion of Ingalls, it was 
changed to the form of a bill. • 
Ou the suggestion of Logan, it was also 
changed so that the name of Mrs. Grant 
should precede that of Vanderbilt. 
Logan 
said he thought that would be the tuore 
appropriate order. 
The bill then passed. 
Sewell, froui the Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported favorably the House bill 
lor the relief of Fitz John Porter—the re­ 
port giving the views of the majority of the 
committee. 
.Sewell added that Logan would later sub­ 
mit a report of the minority. 
The education bill was then taken up. 
The ayes and noes were taken upon 
Dolph’s amendment, offered 
yesterday, 
and the amendment was rejected" 
W hen the debate for the day had closed, 
Mr. Platt said that owing to a desire of 
m any Senators to express their sympathy 
with his colleague (Mr. Hawley) in his sad 
affliction (the death of Mrs. Hawley), he 
would now move an adjournment of the 
Senate. This, he said, would give Senators 
an opportunity of attending the funeral 
services. 
The Senate then adjourned. 
House of Representatives. 
W ashington, March 4th.—The Speaker 
laid before the House a communication 
from the Secretary of War, recommending 
an appropriation for extra duty pay to en­ 
listed men employed at Fortress Monroe. 
Referred. 
Crisp of Georgia, from the Committee on 
Commerce, presented the views of the mi­ 
nority oh the bill to incorporate the A tlan­ 
tic, and Pacific Ship Railway Company. 
Referred to the Committee of the Whole." 
The minority, after detailing the objec­ 
tions which they have to tiie bill, say: 
" We regard the proposition as one grant 
ing a subsidy that may. and probably will, 
take from the public Treasury $37,500,000 
for the benefit of private corporations, 
located and to be operated exclusively in a 
foreign country, without any corresponding 
benefit to our country or people.” 
At the expiration of the morning hour,
